Sovereign Citizen Movement

The “sovereign citizen” movement is a loosely organized collection of groups and individuals who have 
adopted a right-wing anarchist ideology originating in the theories of a group called the Posse 
Comitatus in the 1970s. Its adherents believe that virtually all existing government in the United States 
is illegitimate and they seek to “restore” an idealized, minimalist government that never actually 
existed. To this end, sovereign citizens wage war against the government and other forms of authority 
using “paper terrorism” harassment and intimidation tactics, and occasionally resorting to violence. 


History 


The concept of a sovereign citizen originated in the Posse Comitatus movement (http://en.wikipedia.org 
[wiki/Posse_Comitatus_(organization)) as a teaching of Christian Identity (http://en.wikipedia.org 
/wiki/Christian_Identity) minister William P. Gale. The concept has influenced the tax protester 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Tax_protester) movement, the Christian Patriot movement 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Christian_Patriot_movement), and the redemption movement 

(http://en. wikipedia.org/wiki/Redemption_movement) — the last of which claims that the U.S. 





Gale identified the Fourteenth Amendment to the United States Constitution (http://en.wikipedia.org 
/wiki/Fourteenth_Amendment_to_the_United_States_Constitution) as the act that converted sovereign 


citizens into federal citizens by their agreement to a contract to accept benefits from the federal 


government. Other commentators have identified other acts, including the Uniform Commercial Code 
ttp://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Uniform_ Commercial Code), the Emergency Banking Act 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Emergency Banking Act), the Zone Improvement Plan

Some of those in the movement consider the term “sovereign citizen” an oxymoron, preferring to view 
themselves as sovereign individuals “seeking the Truth”.

Origins: Circa 1970; fully developed by early 1980s

CHRISTIAN IDENTITY MOVEMENT

Included within the Christian Identity movements are: Anglo- 
Israelism, British-lsraelism, and some white supremacists, 
anti-semitic and other hate groups. 


Terminology: 


The term “Christian Identity” has two distinct meanings: 


Anglo-Israelism (a.k.a. British-Israelism): A theological belief that the Anglo-Saxon, Celtic, 
Scandinavian, Germanic and associated cultures are the racial descendents of the tribes of Israel. Thus, 
by extension, Americans and Canadians, are composed of the descendents of the ancient Israelites of 
the Hebrew Scriptures (Old Testament). 


Racist, Christian-based faith groups: A number of small, extremely conservative Fundamentalist 
Christian denominations which have accepted Anglo-Israelism, and grafted it to racist, sexist, 


anti-communist and homophobic beliefs. They view the Jewish people as descendants of Satan. 
Followers tend to be involved in political movements opposing gun control, equal rights to gays and 
lesbians, and militia movements. 


The second meaning has become dominant in the U.S. and Canada. We will use it for the remainder of 
this essay. 


History: 


The Christian Identity movement is a movement of many extremely conservative Christian churches 
and religious organizations, extreme right wing political groups and survival groups. Some are 
independent; others are loosely interconnected. According to Professor Michael Barkun, one of the 
leading experts in theChristian Identity movement, “This virulent racist and anti-Semitic theology, which is 
practiced by over 50,000 people in the United States alone, is prevalent among many right wing extremist 
groups and has been called the ‘glue’ of the racist right.” 


The largest Christian Identity movement has traditionally been the Ku Klux Klan which was 
reorganized in 1915 by William Simmons, a Christian pastor. He had been inspired by the film The Birth 
of a Nation which portrayed the KKK as a champion of white civilization. The KKK slid into obscurity 
by the second World War, but was revitalized in the mid 1950's as a reaction to enforced racial 
integration in the southern US. 


Christian Identity refers to a wide variety of loosely affiliated believers and churches

(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Ten_Lost_Tribes) which were taken away into captivity by the armies 

of Assyria (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Assyria). Christian Identity asserts that these white European 
Israelites are still God’s chosen people, that Jesus was an Israelite of the tribe of Judah 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Tribe_of Judah), and that modern Jews (http://en.wikipedia.org 
[wiki/Jew) are not at all Israelites nor Hebrews (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Hebrew), but are instead 
descended from people with Turco (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Turkic_peoples)-Mongolian 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Mongols) blood, or Khazars (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Khazar), or are 
descendants of the biblicalEsau (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Esau)-Edom, who traded his birthright for 
a bowl of red stew (Genesis 25:29-34 (http://www.blueletterbible.org/Bible.cfm?b=Gen&c=25&t=KJV)). 





Modern Identity Christianity evolved from the nineteenth-century doctrine of British Israelism. The

ce years) of the twentieth century ... While it is impossible to locate the precise 


moment at which modern Identity Christianity was born, several key events are particularly notable. 

A 1930 Bible conference brought together a number of leading American British Israelites, 

including Howard Rand (http://en.wikipedia.org/w/index.ph ?title-Howard Randéaction=edit& 
redlink=1), the head of the Anglo-Saxon Federation of America (http: 


Saxon Federation of America). 












The Christian Identity movement first received widespread attention by mainstream media in 1984, 
when the white nationalist (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/White_nationalist) organization known as The 


Order (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/The_Order_(group)) embarked on a murderous crime spree before 
being taken down by the FBI (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Federal Bureau_of Investigation). Tax 
resister (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Tax_resister) and militia movement (http://en.wikipedia.org 
[wiki/Militia_ movement) organizer Gordon Kahl (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Gordon_Kahl), whose 


death in a 1983 shootout with authorities helped inspire The Order, also had connections to the 
Christian Identity movement. The movement returned to public attention in 1992 and 1993, in the wake 


of the deadly Ruby Ridge (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Ruby_Ridge) confrontation, when newspapers 
discovered that former Green Beret (http://en.wikipedia.org 

[wiki/United States Army_Special Forces) and right-wing (http://en.wikipedia.org 

[wiki/Right-wing) separatist Randy Weaver (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Randy_ Weaver) had at least a 


loose association with Christian Identity believers. 








No single document expresses the Christian Identity belief system; however, adherents draw upon 


arguments from linguistic, historical, archaeological and biblical (http://en. wikipedia.org 

/wiki/Bible) sources to support their beliefs. Estimates are that these groups have 2,000 to 50,000 
members in the United States (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/United_States), and an unknown number 
in Canada (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Canada) and the rest of the British Commonwealth 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Commonwealth_ of Nations). 


Christian Identity believers reject the beliefs of most contemporary Christian denominations. They 


claim that modern Christian churches are teaching a heresy (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Heresy): the 
belief that God’s promises to Israel (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Israel) (through Abraham 


(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Abraham), Isaac (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Isaac), and Jacob 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Jacob)) have been expanded to create a spiritual people of “Israel”, which 
constitutes the Christian “Church”. In turn, most modern Christian denominations and organizations 
denounce Christian Identity as heresy and condemn the use of the Christian Bible 


(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Bible) as a basis for promoting white supremacy and anti-Semitism 


(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Antisemitism). Adherents of Christian Identity claim that Europeans are 
the true descendants of the biblical Jacob (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Jacob), hence they are the true 


Israel, and that it is those who are against the interests of European-descended Christians that are the 
true anti-Semites. 


The Militia Movement 


The militia movement is a relatively new right-wing extremist movement consisting of armed 
paramilitary groups, both formal and informal, with an anti-government, conspiracy-oriented ideology. 
Militia groups began to form not long after the deadly standoff at Waco, Texas, in 1993; by the spring of 
1995, they had spread to almost every state. Many members of militia groups have been arrested since 
then, usually on weapons, explosives and conspiracy charges. Although the militia movement has 
declined in strength from its peak in early 1996, it remains an active movement, especially in the 
Midwest, and continues to cause a number of problems for law enforcement and the communities in 
which militia groups are active. 


The militia movement is a political (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Political) movement of paramilitary

Although the far-right (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Far_right) Patriot movement had long been 
marginalized, cultural factors paved the way for the wide-scale growth of the libertarian 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Libertarianism) or ideological Militia movement. This attitude 
corresponded with the perception that the federal government (http://en.wikipedia.org 
/wiki/Federal Government_of_the United _States)’s powers and reach had increased greatly. 


Precursor groups existed in the form of small militias that had organized during the 1970s and 1980s, 
but the movement underwent a wave of growth and rose to prominence in American culture in the 


1990s. Events such as the killing of Gordon Kahl (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Gordon_Kahl) by 
government agents, the controversies of the Presidency of Bill Clinton (http://en.wikipedia.org 
/wiki/Presidency of Bill Clinton), and the passage of the North American Free Trade Agreement 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/North_American_Free_Trade_Agreement) angered those on the right and 
left. The catalysts came in the form of the FBI (http://en.wikipedia.org 
/wiki/Federal Bureau_of Investigation)’s 1992 shootout with Randy Weaver (http://en.wikipedia.org 
[wiki/Randy_Weaver) at Ruby Ridge (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Ruby_Ridge), and the government's 
1993 siege (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Waco_siege) and eventual destruction of David Koresh 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/David_Koresh) and the B Branch Davidians (http://en.wikipedia.org 
/wiki/Branch_Davidians) in Waco, Texas (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Waco, Texas). Historian Mark 
ee (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Mark Pitcavage) described the militia movement of the 1990s:

The militia movement is a right-wing movement that arose following controversial standoffs in the 
1990s. It inherited paramilitary traditions of earlier groups, especially the conspiratorial, 
antigovernment Posse Comitatus (http: /P. C 
The militia movement claims that militia groups are sanctioned by law but ancontoled by 
government; in fact, they are designed to oppose a tyrannical government. Adherents believe that 
behind the “tyranny” is a left-wing, globalist conspiracy known as the New World Order 
://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/New_World_Order_(conspiracy_theory)). The movement's ideology 
has led some adherents to commit criminal acts, including stockpiling illegal weapons and 
explosives and plotting to destroy buildings or assassinate public officials, as well as lesser 
confrontations. 





Some Militia groups saw the Davidians and the Weaver family as martyrs (http://en. wikipedia.org 

artyr) and used Ruby Ridge and Waco as examples of the federal government's threat to people 
who refused to conform. Additionally, those two events became a rallying cry to form militias to defend 
the people against the forces of a government perceived as hostile. Both incidents involved weapons 
alleged to be illegal and federal agents’ efforts to confiscate them. In both, the government failed to 
produce evidence of illegal activity. Government agencies responsible for the deaths of the Branch 
Davidians, and members of the Weaver family at Ruby Ridge, were later exonerated and exempted 
from further investigation. This heightened tensions in militias, as many leaders were gun rights 
(http://en. wikipedia.org/wiki/Gun_rights) advocates and firm believers in the right to bear arms 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Right_to_bear_arms). 


Resentment of the federal government only heightened with the passage of the Brady Act 


(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Brady Handgun_Violence_Prevention_Act) in 1993 and the Assault 
Weapons Ban (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Federal_Assault_Weapons Ban) a year later. Those laws 


also helped to drive more moderate gun owners into sympathy with some of the militia movement's 
positions. The USMS and FBI shootings of Sam and Vicki Weaver at Ruby Ridge alienated many in the 
gun rights movement. Some members of the militia movement viewed this as an attempt by the 
government to disarm the American people, a preliminary step to clear the way for an invasion of 
United Nations troops and the establishment of a New World Order. Many people joined militias to 
protect themselves, their families, and their rights from perceived government intrusion. 





The growth of movement had not gone unnoticed. During the 1990s public attention to the militia 


movement began to grow. The Oklahoma City bombing (http://en.wikipedia.org 
[wiki/OKlahoma_City_bombing) on April 19, 1995, the second anniversary of the Waco fire, drew 
nation-wide attention to the militia movement as Timothy McVeigh (http://en.wikipedia.org 


[wiki/Timothy_ McVeigh) was erroneously associated with the Michigan Militia (http://en.wikipedia.org 
[wiki/Michigan Militia). This increased public scrutiny and law enforcement pressure, and brought in 
more recruits due to the heightened awareness of the movement. 





In March 1996, agents of the FBI and other law enforcement organizations surrounded the 960-acre 


(390 ha) eastern Montana (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Montana) “Justus Township” compound of 
the Montana Freemen (http://en. oe org/wiki/Montana Freemen). The Freemen were

espoused common law (http://en. ane org/wiki/Common_law) legal theories, and rejected the 
legitimacy of the Federal Reserve (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Federal_ Reserve). Montana legislator 
Carl Ohs mediated through the standoff. Both Randy Weaver (http://en. wikipedia.org 


/wiki/Randy_Weaver) (one of the besieged at Ruby Ridge (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Ruby_Ridge)) 
and Bo Gritz (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Bo_Gritz) (a civilian negotiator at Ruby Ridge) had 


attempted to talk to the group but had given up in frustration, as did Colorado Senator Charlie Duke 


(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Charlie_Duke) when he had attempted negotiations. 






A break finally came when far right leaders abandoned the group to their fate. The group surrendered 
peacefully after an 81-day standoff and 14 of the Freemen faced criminal charges relating to circulating 
millions of dollars in bogus checks and threatening the life of a federal judge. The peaceful resolution of 
this and other standoffs after Ruby Ridge and Waco have been credited by some to the creation of the 


Critical Incident Response Group (CIRG (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/CIRG)) in the U.S. Department 
of yuehices in 1994. 





Another incident occurred in Fort Davis, Texas (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Fort_Davis, Texas) a year 
later in March 1997 when a faction of the self-styled “Republic of Texas (http://en.wikipedia.org 
/wiki/Republic_of Texas (group))” militia group seized hostages. The Republic of Texas group believed 
that the annexation of Texas as a state in 1845 was illegal, that Texas should remain an independent 
nation, and that the legitimate government of Texas was the group’s leadership. Joe and Margaret Ann 
Rowe were taken at gunpoint in retaliation for the arrest of member Robert J. Scheidt, who had been 
arrested on weapons charges. Leader Richard McLaren then declared that the group was in a state of 
war with the federal government. The property was then surrounded by the entire Jeff Davis County 


(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Jeff_ Davis County, Texas) sheriff’s department, state troopers, Texas 
Rangers (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Texas Ranger Division), and agents of the FBI. McLaren’s wife, 


Evelyn, convinced him to surrender peacefully after a week-long standoff. The McLarens and four 
ener Republic of Texas members were sent to prison. 





A 1999 US Department of Justice analysis of the potential militia threat at the Millennium conceded 
that the vast majority of militias were reactive (not proactive) and posed no threat. In January 2000, the 
FBI Project Megiddo (http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Project_Megiddo) report stated: 





Most militias engage in a variety of anti-government rhetoric. This discourse can range from the 
protesting of government policies to the advocating of violence and/or the overthrow of the federal 
government. However, the majority of militia groups are non-violent and only a small segment of 
the militias actually commit acts of violence to advance their political goals and beliefs. A number of 
militia leaders, such as Lynn Van Huizen of the Michigan Militia Corps -Wolverines, have gone to 
some effort to actively rid their ranks of radical members who are inclined to carry out acts of 
violence and/or terrorism. Officials at the FBI Academy classify militia groups within four categories, 
ranging from moderate groups who do not engage in criminal activity to radical cells which commit 
violent acts of terrorism. It should be clearly stated that the FBI only focuses on radical elements of 
the militia movement capable and willing to commit violence against government, law enforcement, 
civilian, military and international targets.

By 2001, the militia movement seemed to be in decline, having peaked in 1996 with 858 

groups. However, with the post-2007 global financial crisis (http://en.wikipedia.org 

/wiki/Financial crisis_of 2007%E2%80%932008) and the election of Barack Obama 
(http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Barack_ Obama) to the United States presidency in 2008, militia activity 


has EN pevences a resurgence. 





The Militia Movement Today 


The militia movement is the youngest of the major right-wing anti-government movements in the 
United States (the sovereign citizen movement and the tax protest movement are the two others) yet it 
has seared itself into the American consciousness as virtually no other fringe movement has. The 
publicity given to militia groups in the wake of the Oklahoma City bombing in 1995, when the militia 
movement was erroneously linked to that tragedy, made them into a household name. Even comedian 
David Letterman frequently joked about the militia; in 1999, for instance, his list, “Top Ten Signs You're 
Watching a Bad Disney Movie,” included “It’s called ‘The Little Right-Wing Militia That Could.” 
Indeed, reporters, pundits and politicians alike have used the term so frequently that it is often tossed 
about carelessly as a synonym for virtually any right-wing extremist group. 


Yet the militia movement is neither generic nor dismissible as a comic subject. If militia groups were not, 
in fact, involved with the Oklahoma City bombing, they have nevertheless embroiled themselves since 
1994 in a variety of other bombing plots, conspiracies and serious violations of law. Their extreme 
anti-government ideology, along with their elaborate conspiracy theories and fascination with 
weaponry and paramilitary organization, lead many members of militia groups to act out in ways that 
justify the concerns expressed about them by public officials, law enforcement and the general public. 


Redemption theory 


The Redemption movement is based on a theory by Roger Elvick, who has been called a “founding 


father” of the modern redemption movement. The theory is, in part, that for every citizen’s birth 
certificate issued in the U.S. since the 1936 Social Security Act, the government deposits $630,000 in a 
hidden bank account linked to the newborn American and administered by a Jewish cabal. 
Redemptionists assert that by completing certain legal maneuvers and filing a series of government 
forms, the actual person may entitle himself or herself to the $630,000 held in the name of the 
doppelganger persona created for him or her at birth, and may then access these government funds 
using “sight drafts”. The government views these sight drafts as “rubber checks” and the entire scheme 
as fraudulent. The federal government has convicted the practitioners of fraud and conspiracy.

The Situation with James 


In the way of introductory remarks on the situation with James, let me say that the following is 
not about Lindstedt, Finck, Visser, Emahiser, Gulett, Herrel, Swift, Butler, me or you. And it 
certainly is not about James’ personal beliefs and even what he has told or is telling his own 
congregation of followers or even what he has on his own web site. For me personally, all of 
this is his own business and that of his congregation. | know none of these people personally 
and care less what they believe. 


But this seems to be over questions or material that has now surfaced on this thread, primarily 
from Clifton Emahiser (but which is someway being blamed on Lindstedt) in the context that 
James is a so-called “pastor” and leader in the DSCI motion and is a secret stealth racial Jew 
teaching bad doctrines to the movement. If this was just a conflict between Lindstedt and 
Emahiser with James, | would stay out of it. But in this thread, it is a bigger issue and one 
which will affect the entire future of the DSCI motion. Therefore, it needs to be addressed and 
settled for the benefit of the overall movement and its future. 


The frequent references in this forum, and the Cl forum, to Lindstedt and James have made me 
address the Lindstedt forum and see what he has actually said. While | am not a supporter (or 
opponent) of Lindstedt and his beliefs (as | am in a very different world, believe me), his 
arguments are laid out in a reasonable and coherent fashion on James. He may be a raging 
maniac and nut case, as many charge him to be, but his case against James is not the work of 
a mad man. 


As | can piece together his opposition to James, Lindstedt says that James is a Jew who has 
had several name changes. He says that he was formally Joseph November and before that a 


Jew named Kutz. The November allegation came from a talk show or forum from another party 
which Lindstedt cites (from possibly Finck or someone else and involving alleged statements 
actually made by James admitting that he used the alias November). Emahiser repeats the 
November thing but does not clarify its source. 


Lindstedt then adds the Kutz thing (| am not sure where this comes from, but evidently 
Lindstedt has a source for it and may have cited it and missed by me). Lindstedt then someway 
concludes that James is a Sephardic Jew (I take it that James is supposedly a racial Jew and 
not one by religion since James claims to be a Christian of the Cl faith). Well, if his name 
was/is Kutz, that name to me appears to be a very Khazar Jew name and not Sephardic at all. 
That would be the only difference | would have with Lindstedt, assuming his otherwise facts are 
correct. 


Lindstedt shows pictures of James and he definitely looks like a short Knazar Jew—racially. 

But Lindstedt’s big argument against him is that he brought a Puerto Rican mamzer-mongrel, 
and one which Lindstedt alleges to be a faggot queer, into the congregation of Israel and tried 
to palm the mamzer queer off as a fellow Israelite. Well, Lindstedt followed up with a picture of 
this Puerto Rican in a meeting conducted by James where the Puerto Rican was shown 
addressing James’ congregation. The picture did offer some very possible proof supporting 
Lindstedt’s charge that the Puerto Rican was a mamzer and a queer.
